‘Mrs. Dantér” Manning of New York has 
been élected president and no 8t. Louis 
woman has been added to the beard. 

Now the Post-Dispatch is informed that 
in all probability no St. Louls woman will 
be added to the board, at least at the pres- 
ent session of the national commission. 

Two members of the World's Fair direc- 
tory furnish this information. One says it 
is his positive impression that no St. Louis 
woman will be added. The other adds the 
qualifying clause concerning the _ present 
meeting. ,

A WOMAN WON HIS 
PARDON FOR FIRST OFFENSE 


Mrs. Mary Scott, Whose Husband 
Participated in the Crime, True to 


Her Promise to Him, Devoted Her 
Life to Obtaining Freedom for Dun- 
lap—He Did Not Reform 


CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—James Dunlap, the 
most notorious bank robber in the world, 
is again at large, through the clemency of 
the Illinois pardon board. Dunlap was

serving time for a bank robbery at Mon- 
meuth, Lil... which occurred two years ago. 

Dunlap is One of the men who robbed the 
Northampton Bank of Massachusetts 2/ 
years ago of over a million dollars of secu- 
rities. He was pardoned in’ 1892 after serv- 
ing a large part of a 20-year sentence for 
the- Northampton crime. He came to Chi- 
cago, settled down here and won the trust 
of the police, who took his case for one of 
eenuine reform. 

It was a severe blow to local detective 
pride when Dunlap was arrested for the 
bank robbery at Wellington, in this state. 
Severer still the shock when Dunlap calm- 
ly pleaded guilty. 

Even now at the Pinkerton agency they 
say: 

“Tf ever a man had friends willing to 
aid Dunlap in living a good life this man 
had. It was no use. He simply would 
not have it. 

A woman won Dundap’s pardon eight 
years ago. She was the widow of Robert C- 
Scott, Jim's old partner in the Northamp- 
ton burglary, and her wwrck for him was 
done in obedience to a promise she made 
at her husband’s deathbed. She has mar- 
ried again, and is living. in New. York. 
When she heard of Dunlap’s arrest for 
the Wellington job she wrote te“the Pina 
ertons in this city in these words: 

“We all have confidence in Dunlap and 
believe him to be too clever a man to wish 
to re-enter criminal life. He was always 
about the smartest and longest-headed of 
the men with whom he associated.. He has 
learned, | am sure, that it is easier in the 
long run to go straight than crooked, and 
all we know of him since he settled in Chi- 
cago is corroborative of this point.”’

SIXTY THOUSAND GIFT TREES 


Mistletoe Market Is Flooded, Oh, Joy! 
Immortelles From Sunny 
France 


Sixty thousand Christmas trees! 

They are being distributed in Bt. Louis 
and her suburban towns by the commis- 
sion merchants of North Third and Fourth 
streets. The trade is confined to a few 
men, and they commence work early’ in 
October. The bulk of the business is over 
now, but a few cars of trees are yet to 
come, and the selling will continue up to 
the evening of the last day before Christ- 
Mas, 

After that the trees remaining are the 
deadest of dead stock. 

The trees come to St. Louis from the 
Northwest, St. Paul is the great distribut- 
ing point. They are cut from balsam, fir 
and spruce swamps by strolling parties of 
woodmen, who go to the region early 
eet the best swamps and then the pest 

es. 

in size they yary from four feet high to 
20 feet; in price from 2 cents to . The 
larger frees go to halls and churchvs. 

Several St. Louis men have a standing 
order with wholesale dealers for a perfect 
tree of certain height. They pay well for 
these trees. 

With the trees come 150000 yards of 
woven festooning and 200,000 wreaths made 
from ground pine, a plant that does not 
grow over six inches in height and is 
pulled up by the roots by Indians; Some 
of this is made up near the woods where 
it is ee ee some dealers have it shipped 
in bulk and make it up here. One woman 
was paid $42 for work of this character 
done in St. Louis this year. 

Then comes the palm leaves and tops of 
needle pine trees from the swamps of the 
South. About a carload of these two kinds 
of decorations are sold. 

Three cars of holly will supply the trade. 
It comes in crates, about 7W to the car. 
Mistletoe. comes in barrels, about 100 
them being sold.. 

This year the holly and mistletoe are bet- 
ter than in recent years. The leaves have

Burope contributed several crates of the 
red or white immortelles. 

Spanish moss from the Florida swamps 
has only a limited sale. Its silvery color 
has never been popular in St. Louis. é 

The supply is fair and prices regular in 
every kind of Christmas green this year, 
except mistletoe. This market is floode 
and much of what is now in St. Louis will 
not be used.

HOW BEER BECAME 
“POPULAR WHIM 


Commissioner Wong Tells Advertising 
Men of Remarkable Effect of 
Alluring Posters: 


PRAISE FOR POST-DISPATCH 


Artistic Possibilities of Daily News- 
paper Advertisements Are Dis- 
cussed at Banquet 


In beginning his talk before the Adver- 
tising Men's League &t the first annual 
banquet in th epretty Dutch room of the 
Hamilton Hotel, Vice-Commissioner Wong 
Kai Kah thus explained a ‘“‘grievance’’ 
against American advertising: ® 

“All of you appreciate the interest that 
every loyal Chinaman must have in the 
matters pertaining to Manchuria at pres- 
ent. I saw a very interesting article on 
that line the other day. It was headed 
‘The Walls of Pekin.’ Of course my at- 
tention was attracted; then my interest 
was aroused. The telephone bellg in the 
house were ringing, my wife” was calling, 
and my son was kicking a football in the 
parlor. But I could not put down the 
paper. I read with growing interest—until 
I feund that the ‘Walls of Pekin’ were 
like the walls of the human system, and 
that a certain brand of pills was the only 
thing that would keep them ir proper re- 
pair. I did not know whethc<®W 3» admire 
or swear; 1 leave that questiv.u LO you.”’ 

The audience voted that he should ad- 
mire, ; 

Mr. Wong's subject was ‘‘Advertising in 
China."’ He declared the bill posting ad- 
vertiser made his appearance in China fully 
2500 years ago, by posting his advertise- 
ments beside the official proclamations, but 
that only in the past 10 years had there 
been any progress in newspaper advertis- 
ing in China. But even yet, he said, there 
was no attractiveness about the Chinese 
newspaper advertising, except as it re- 
lated to patent medicines, pills and Ameri- 
can beer. 

“Any Chinaman reading patent medicine 
advertisements in Chinese newspapers is 
bound to become sick,’ he declared. ‘‘The 
beer advertisements are even more im- 
pressing. Beside flaming beer advertise- 
ments are shown reproductions of Roman 
circus scenes, with vast numbers of ladies 
Who have evidently been boycotted by the 
tailors—to judge from the secattiness of 
their attire. 


Drink Beer and 
See Ladies 
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The Chinese readers learn that these 
posters go with.the beer; and they get the 
opinion that they may have a real view of | 
the ladies and other scenes through drink- | 
ing the beer. | 

“The result is that advertising has made | 
the. Chinese a great beer-drinking nation. | 
Whether any considerable number have 
found the expected visions of the Roman 
ladies is, of course, something that I can- 
not tell. 


“A popular advertising custom in China 
is for the disposal of bad colds. Certain 
elements of our population have great faith 
that if they advertise bad colds ‘for sale, 
gratis,’ they will be fingtantly cured. 

“Show-window advertising is not popular 
in China... The merchants argue that if 
they put things in theit show windows, 
passersby will probably see something they 
do not want, and will not enter. And over 
there, after a prospective customer has en- 
tered, they have a different way of apply- 
ing the facu!ty of intuition. You call it. 
here, a mental process; over there, it is a 
process of observation. Your salesman will 
judge from ihe manner and dress of the 
intending purchaser what he may want: 
the Chinese salesman. will. look into the 
Street. If his customer came on fYoot, the 
price will be low; if he came in a wheel- 
barrow, pushed by coolies, the price will be 
higher, and if he came in a sedan chair, 
attended by various servants, he will have 
to pay the highest price. The system may 
not be so scientific, but it is infallible.

John L. Whelan, toastmaster, in intro- 
ducing the first speaker, George 5S. 
Johns of the Post-Dispatch referred to 
the immensity of the Post-Dispatch anni- 
versary number as a positive proof of the 
enterprise of St. Louis advertisers.

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LAW AND POLICY. 

The Chicago Post says that the Sherman anti-trust law is 
admittedly harsh and unreasonable, And it adds: “All stat- 
utes are presumed to aim at reasonable effects. The supreme 
court would violate no established principle of construction by 
holding that the trust act was designed to prohibit only in- 
jurious and unreasonable restraints of trade.” 
‘In other words the supreme court may.and ought to hold 
any act of Congress void which it considers unreasonable. 
This argument deserves a place in the curio bag along with 
Hon. Tim Campbell’s opinion that the constitution was nothing 
between friends, 
It is a principle of construction that a legislative body: has 
@ reasonable design when it enacts a statute. But the reason 
is to be collected from the terms of the statute itself, not from 
the opinions the judges may entertain concerning the object 
of the act or the method adopted by the legislature to se- 
cure it, : 
Free traders are convinced that a protective tariff law is 
highly unreasonable. But would a judge who should believe in 
free trade venture to hold the act void because he thought it 
unreasonable? 
It- seems almost impossible for some persons to distinguish 
between questions of law and questions of policy. The courts 
may declare void a statute which is contrary to the funda- 
mental law, that is, the constitution; but they do not inquire 
into the policy of any law. That is to be determined solely 
by the law-making power. If an act of Congress does not 
transgress the constitution of the United States it is good law, 
though it be.a gross absurdity as policy in the-private opinion 
of the judges. 
The Northern Securities merger case will be decided on its 
legal, not its political merits. And if the people don’t like the 
decision they can elect a Congress which will enact legislation 
to meet the emergency.

These claims will eventually be settled 
through the congregation of extraordinary 
ecclesiastical affairs, which has charge of 
the matter. 


FRIARS THINK THE 
PRICE TOO SMALL 


ROME, Dec. 18.—Considerable excitement 
prevailed in the mother Houses of the 
Dominicans, Augustinians, Franciscans and 
Recollects over the announcement of the 
settlement of the friars’ lands question in 
the Philippines. While the fact that a set- 
tlement had been arrived at was announced 
to the heads of the orders by the Vatican, 
the orders learned from fhe Associated 
Press correspondent the price, $7,250,000, to 
be paid. 

The friars were glad the negotiations had 
been concluded, but they think the orders 
got little for the lands, since the price 
they originally asked, $12,000,000, was, they 
declare, under the estimated value of the 
lands, the value of which had been much 
increased, es iy since the American 
eccupation of the Philippines and the re- 
establishment of order in the archipel vy 

The friars claim the money they will re- 
ceive is scarcely enough to pay what they 
borrowed when they were de 
erything by the revolution. esides, the 
point out that onjy part of the money wi 
go to the faiars, as lands were really 
transferred to private companies, altho 
the friars retain a large number of 
shares in them. The Augustinians had their 
lands transferred to a company formed in 
Madrid by the M uis di Comillias, the

tion . The Dominicans succeeded in so 
thoroughly concealing their ownership of 
lands that the Vatican itself threatened 
to punish them severely for having tried to 
deceive even the ecclesiastical authorities.
